Reasons for Allowance 

5. Applicant's amendment/argument (pages 15-18), filed on January 25, 
2008, has been fully considered and are persuasive. As a result the art rejection 
of claims 1-37 and 47-63 have been withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1-37 and 47- 
67 are allowable. 

6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest method and unit for displaying images 
comprises (a) administering subtraction processes on each of at least two types 
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of pairs of images, selected from three or more original images taken of the same 
subject, the subtraction processes are performed by causing the positions of 
pixels that correspond to structures within the images to be processed to match; 
and the display is performed such that the display positions of corresponding 
structures within each subtraction image are matched in at least one of the 
horizontal or vertical directions in combination into other elements and features of 
claims 1 and 67; (b) interimage processing means for performing interimage 
processing on two original images to generate interimage-processed images, 
said interimage processing comprising at least one of the process of performing 
subtraction between corresponding pixels in said two original images, the 
process of registering positions of structural elements of said two original images, 
and the process of registering positions of structural elements of said two original 
images followed by the process of performing subtraction between corresponding 
pixels in said two original images in combination into other elements and features 
of claims 26 and 55. 

7. Claims 1-37 and 47-67 (now renumbered 1-58) are allowed.
